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_ ‘FRONT’ ORGANIZATIONS ARE 
‘TRANSMISSION BELTS’ FOR 
CARRYING POWER TO STALIN 


The following is taken from Report of 
the Committee on Un-American Activities, 
79th Congress, 2nd Session, House Report 
No. 2233, pp. 27-28.: 


‘The Communist movement operates 
through numerous organizational devices 
as well as the Communist Party, another 
and equally important device is the Com- 
munist: Front organizations. In some re- 
spects the Communist Front organization 
is a much more insidious agency of Com- 
munism than the Communist Party itself. 
This is due to the fact that the very essence 
of the Communist Front organization is 
deceit, This is amply illustrated in the of- 
ficial documents covered by the Depart- 
ment of Justice brief in the case for the 
deportation of Harry Bridges. 


“Testimony on front organizations show- 
ed that they were represented to the public 
for some legitimate form of justice, re 
form objective, but actually used by the 
Communist Party to carry on its activities 
pending the time when the Communists 
believe they can seize power through rev- 
olution.” 


The whole system of front organizations 
has been called a solar system by the Com- 
munists themselves. In the Communist 
of May 1931, there appeared an article en- 
titled “Transmission Belts” (pp.409-423) 
which read, in part, as follows: 

“We must create a whole solar system of 
organizations and _ smaller committees, 
around the Communist Party, so to speak, 
smaller organizations working actually un- 
der the influence of our party.” 

Lenin called the Communist Front or- 
ganizations “transmission belts”. In his own 
book, “Problems of Leninism”’, Stalin quot- 
ed Lenin as follows: ; 

“The dictatorship cannot be effectively 
realized without ‘belts’ to transmit power 
from the vanguard to the masses of the ad- 
vanced class, and from this to the mass of 
those who labor.” re 

In order to establish an organization as 
a Communist Front organization, it is nec- 
essary to refer to the past ‘activities of the 
individuals who comprise the executive 
and administrative staff, as well as the spon- 
sors. In each Communist Front group the 


executive secretary is usually a member of 
or an avowed Communist sym-

A i Very often the chairman will 
possess a similar background and by the

The fact that the 
Communist Party in the United States 
claims some 100,000 members has lulled 
many Americans into a feeling of false com- 
placency. I would not be concerned if we 
were dealing with only 100,000 Commun- 
ists. The Communists themselves boast 
that for every Party member there are ten 
others ready to do the Party’s work. These 
include their satellites, their fellow-travelers 
and their so-called progressive and phony 
liberal allies. They have maneuvered them- 
selves into positions where afew Commun- 
ists control the destinies of hundreds who are 
either willing to be led or have been duped 
into obeying the dictates of others.

An Open Letter To 


His Eminence 
Cardinal Spellman 





We address you with reference to your 
recent speech before approximately 50,000 
people at the Polo Grounds, It is encour- 
aging to see men of your caliber come out 
in the open with a fearless condemnation of 
Communism, 


A few of us have been on the front lines 
for years combatting Communism and the 
movements that make way for Communism 
and have received only smear and attacks 
for our efforts. A big mistake has been made 
by the American people in not backing us 
vigorcusly long ago, 


When the fire was first discovered in the 
home of freedom, America should have been 
alert to help us put it out, for then it would 
have been a small and inexpensive task. 
Instead they waited until now when the 
whole house is in flames ____ now, when 
even if we defeat Communism, it will cost 
the nation hundreds of millions of dollars 
and very possibly many American lives. 


Now newcomers in this fight arise to save 
America. That is good, but most of them 
are working in the dark, hitting the Com- 
munist snake on the tail and not on the 
head. Communists are not concerned with 
such feeble opposition; they thrive on it. 
But they do fear the few of us who know 
them inside out and know their weak spots. 
Hence they smear us so as to prevent us 
from being effective and to keep from us 
the support of powerful and influential men 
who are afraid to have their names linked 
with anything which might be labelled “fas- 
cist”, 

America faces a world wide secret or- 
ganization of atheist politicians which has 
entrenched itself here in the United States 
during the past twenty five years — the 
last ten of which it has had access to the 
facilities of our government and the fin- 
ances of our U. S. treasury, backed by our 
State Department, to make way for Red 
Fascism in these United States, 


Also American taxpayers have paid for .. 
the setting up and maintenance of Com- 
munism in several foreign nations, We did 
it in the past through lend lease — we are 
doing it today through UNRRA, disguised 
as a humanitarian movement,

‘*Your..speech dealt mainly with Yugo- 
Slavia, on which we will later express our- 
selves, but first we must talk about Spain, 
for there is‘a connection. If Americans had 
not been so indifferent as to how and why 
the Communists revolted against the Span- 
ish government, our five airmen would 
not have been shot down by Marshal Tito’s 
murderers; Archbishop Stepinac and several 
hundred priests who have been killed or 
imprisoned in the last few weeks would be 
alive and free; many Yugoslav citizens 
would not now be in concentration camps 
in Siberia in a living hell; and hundreds of 
American citizens would not be in salve 
labor camps in Yugoslavia, 


The revolt of Communists against the 
Spanish government and the civil war the 
* Communists carried on against Franco 
could not have been carried out without 
finance. Where did the money come from? 
From whom did these Spanish Communists 
get their encouragement? From the United 
States. Who raised the money and pushed 
this civil war upon Spain? Wait, we will 
see. 

Abraham Lincoln Brigade, organization 
of church burners, left New York City for 
Spain in 1936 to help Soviet Ambassador 
Moses Rosenberg, who took charge of the 
one hundred thousand Red Russian soldiers 
when they arrived in Spain, sent by Stalin to 
back up the Spanish Communists in their 
bloody war against General Franco. (Just 
so will Stalin send Red soldiers to back up 
American Communists when they revolt 
to take over Washington. ) 

One Brigade member here in New York, 
Steve Nelson, said upon his return from 
Spain, “I got a kick out of shooting priests 
in the churches whenever we ran across 
one.” 

During the civil war in Spain between 
Communists and General Franco’s forces, 
the Reds burned over twenty thousand 
churches, murdered eleven bishops, eleven 
thousand priests and sisters. They satur- 
ated two bishops in kerosene and set fire 
to them in the streets; they turned Com- 
munist women with butcher knives onto 
three hundred priests in the hold of a ship; 
they forced one of Franco’s Generals to 
witness his daughter being raped he 
was then starved for days, after which a 
large roast was brought to him; when he 
finished eating, part of his daughter’s body 
was brought in and he was told that was 
what he had eaten. 

This is what atheist Communism does 
to the human mind and to the human soul. 
in addition to above, a half million lay 
persons were killed, particularly lawyers, 
teachers, police, and others capable of lead- 
ership. And an approximate million were 
killed in battle during the three years of 
civil war. . , 

This was planned and financed in the 
United States. Since Americans made no 
protest at our citizens causing a civil war 
in Spain, today we see this same group of 
American, Atheist, Red Fascists raising 
large sums and carrying on propaganda for 
another revolution in Spain so that the Red 
Army’s ape men may be turned into Spain 
to rape, rob, and burn at will, as they are 
now doing in eleven European countries, 

General Franco succeeded in driving these 
fed murderers across the Pyrenees Moun- 
tains into France. Many were brought to 
Mexico and smuggled into the U.S. and are 
‘here now working to turn our country over 
to Stalin. One of these Red murderers 


driven out by Franco is Josef Broz, alias 





Marshal Tito. 

Josef Broz remained in France subject 
to Stalin’s orders until United States money 
and United States people sent him to Yugo- 
slavia and financed an army of Commun- 
ists for him. Whom did he fight — not 
the Germans! He fought the Yugoslavs and 
General Mihailovitch, took over Yugoslavia 
for Stalin, and now threatens to bring about 
World War IIl. 

The same crowd here in the U.S. who 
financed and promoted the revolution in 
Spain financed and promoted Marshal Tito. 
To this crowd the parents of our five mur- 
dered air men can be thankful. Who are

they do not demand the arrest of these 
promoters of murder who are using Am- 
erican money to establish Communism 
over the world? Who is preventing the 
FBI from locking them up? 

This crowd of revolutionists has gone 
through a reorganization since the Spanish 
Revolution. Today they go under the name 
of the Joint Anti Fascist Refugee Commit- 
tee; this is the organization which set up 
Tito. JAFRC was formed in March 1942 
through the merger of Exiled Writers Com- 
mittee, American Committee to Save Refu- 
gees, and United American Spanish Aid 
Committee. The sixteen members of the 
executive board were summoned before the 
Un-American Activities Committee of Con- 
gress on April 4, 1946, and were asked to 
submit their books for examination so that 
Congress might learn where the millions, 
were coming from and how they were be- 
ing spent. All sixteen members defied the 
Congressional Committee and refused to 
surrender the books. 

Following are some of the members of 
the exe¢utive board of the JAFRC: Dr. Ed- 
ward K, Barsky, Chairman; Dr. Jacob 
Auslander; Howard Fast; Mrs. Ernestina 
G. Fleischman; Mrs. Samuel Kamsly; 
James Lustig; Herman Shumlin; Mre. 
Charlotte Stern; Mrs. Bobbie Weinstein. 

Two of their most active agents and dupes 
are Waitstill Sharp and his wife, Martha 
Sharp. Mr. Sharp was formerly minister 
of Unitarian Church at Wellesley Hill, Mas- 
sachusetts, in which town he and his wife 
live when they are not touring foreign 
countries as Communist agents. Mrs. Mar- 
tha Sharp is at present taking off time from 
Communist activities in order to run for 
Congress in District 5 of Mass. She is back- 
ed by all Communist fronts including ClO 
PAC, whose agents from New York City 
are active en masse for her election. PM, 
the uptown Red sheet, in its issue of Oc- 
tober 21, devotes two full pages to promot- 
ing the campaign of Martha Sharp!! 

Waitsti!l and Martha Sharp are two of 
the four most trusted foreign agents of the 
Joint Anti Fascist Refugee Committee. 
They operated out of Lisbon, Portugal, 
also in Czechoslovakia. Mrs. Sharp is be- 
lieved to be the one who contacted Tito in 
Paris and financed him until UNRRA could 
support his regime. 

it will interest you to know that the 
Abraham Lincoln Brigade of church burners 
have lately had their first national conven- 
tion to get ready for a new expedition to 
Spain. Upon this occasion they received 
congratulations on their achievements from 
some good old American stock, viz: Rep.

Prostituting the words of Christ, the Com- 
mie has attracted the ear of some of the 
working people of America with dazzling 
promises, But the working people of Am- 
erica need only to look at Russia’s deeds in 


- her own homeland and in every country 


which the Red Army has overrun to find 
the proof of the callous sophistry of these 
professional, well-paid, bleeding hearts, 

America seldom goes into action until 
the danger is right on her doorstep. The 
menace of Communism is here now —what 
are we waiting for? 

We can deal with Russia and treat her 
as a national entity just as we deal with ev- 
ery other nation. But we can no longer 
tolerate Moscow’s propagandists working 
here to destroy that country which saved 
Russia and the whole world — and to what 
profit? 

The first step in ending the cleavage 
which the Communist is attempting to create 
between the various peoples of these United 
States is the outlawing of the Communist 
party, its exclusion from the privileges of 
a free press, free speech, and freedom of 
assembly.
